dead expense to the city. And no doubt 
but our council have been appealed to 
personally in regard to this matter. Un 
dcr such circumstances it is quite natu 
ral that they should bring the subject up 
in their offlcifil capacity. In justice, or 
rather, out of respect to what has been 
urged by some of their constituents in 
favor of a work-house, it is right for 
them to take the subject under conside- 
ration. Whether they should partake^of 
the zeal of some of the outsiders and go 
uheud to erect such an institution right 
away, is quite another matter. 
The 


question has two sides to it, and both 
should be fully examined before any- 
thing is done in the premises. 


As no one will likely cgntend that a 


work-house will lessen the number of 
criminals, the main question to consider 
is whether such an institution will re- 
duce the expenses of the city. It is dif- 
ficult for your correspondent to see what 
kind of employment can be carried on 
in a work-house—who will necessarily 
be its inmates to justify llie outlay.

Then the main question arises, 
would it not be less expensive to board 
these offenders at the hotel dc Hofacker, 
us we have heretofore, than to run the 
risk of trying to make them earn $19.00 
per day. Will some one "rise and ex- 
plain" how they could make that amount, 
or any ways near it, daily. It should not 
bo forgotten, in this connection, that a 
large portion of offenders have no trade; 
and perhaps a majority who find their 
way to the calaboose go there highly in- 
toxicated. Then, again, their sentences 
range from four or five days to ten or 
fifteen. How in the name of common 
sense could such men be profitably -em- 
ployed, within doors, for such limited 
periods. It is a notorious fact that hun- 
dreds of manufacturing establishments, 
oven where large subsidies have been 


top of one of the coaches fell the en- 
gine.

So far as we can learn, at the time the 


accident occurred, no Decatur people 
were on the train. Some of our citizens 
purchased tickets for Lake City and 
other points this side of Arcola, but 
none went as far as Paris. 


In conclusion we would say that if 


there are any errors in the above hastily 
writen report, it is owing to the mistaken 
policy of the railroad authorities in not 
pot-milling their employees to tell the 
representatives of tho press tiny facts in 
regard to III': disaster.
